Malmgren’s Clothes 
Worn by Companion 


Moscow, July 23.—(#)—Intense 
interest in the fate of Dr. Finn 
Malmgren, Swedish meteorologist 
on the Italia expedition, has been 
stirred in Moscow by reports of 
the rescue of Captains Alberto 
Mariano and Filipo Zappi, his 
companions, 

The newspaper Verchernaya 
Moskva this morning published a 
dispatch from its correspondent 
aboard the rescue ship Krassin, 
who included among unexplained 
circumstances the fact that Cap- 
tain Zappi, in addition to his own 
clothes, wore Dr. Malmgren’s suit. 

A dispatch from the correspond- 
ent of Tass, soviet news agency, 
aboard the Krassin, said that when 
Captain Zappi was rescued he had 
clothes as well as a compass be- 
longing to Dr. Malmgren. 

Pilot Chukhnovsky, Russian 
flier, who discovered the Zappi 
party, states that he saw three fis- 
ures, one lying down apparently 
dead. 

Chukhnovsky is quoted as say- 
ing: “My companions in_ the 
plane saw two men standing, one 
waving a rag, while a few meters 
distant lay a figure resembling a 
big letter A.” ‘ 

The story told by the two Ital- 
ians 1s that Dr. Malmgren col- 
lapsed near Brock island, and that 
on his urgent plea to them to go 
on and bring help to their com- 
rades still stranded near Foyn isl- 
and, they left him on the ice.

Cofer applied for the injunction at 
about the time the meeting convened. 
The papers were signed by Judge 
Moore and served shortly later by 
Deputy Sheriff Emmett Quinn, who 
obtained admittance while a speech 
was in progress. 

The speech was interrupted while 
the court officer distributed his pa- 
pers. Several of the republicans re- 
tired, while the remainder continued 
in executive session for some hours, 
but not to select electors, it was ex- 
plained. 

A statement by Pickett, given to 
newspapermen after he had retired 
fromythe meeting, substantiated largely 
Cofer’s contentions in the injunction 
petition. , 

Pickett said he had declared the 
meeting adjourned shortly before the 
deputy appeared. “Davis telephoned 
me Saturday.” Pickett, who is said 
to have opposed Davis confirmation 
at Kansas Citly, declared, “and sug- 
gested that I call a meeting of the 
state central committee.

WORK IS STOPPED 


Council Moves To Relieve 
R. C. Turner of All Re- 
sponsibility After Court 
Order Is Obtained. 


On the heels of an injunction peti- 
tion filed in Fulton superior court 
Monday by City Electrician R. C. 
Turner in an effort to stop electrical 
work on the Central avenue and 
Pryor street viaducts, a hotly con- 
tested fight in council arose over a 
proposal to suspend the city electri- 
cal code in so far as the twin via- 
ducts are concerned. The ordinance 
passed council by a large majority, 
and an effort on the part of Coun- 
cilman Ellis B. Barrett, of the fifth 
ward, to move for’ reconsideration 
failed. 

Work of electrically equipping the 
viaducts was suspended by the tem- 
porary restraining order’ granted 
Turner until July 28, when Judge 
Virlyn B, Moore wil] hear the peti- 


tion. The ellie for _injpnetion” was 
filed against illiam A. Hansell, 


chief of construction, the MacDougald 
Construction company and Sam D. 
Woodward, of the Woodward Elec- 
trical company. 

Turner asked in his petition that 


| Hansell be restrained from usurping 


| 


the city electrician’s duties, which, 
he set forth, include approval of all 
specifications for electrical work. The 


city electrician charges that alleged 
faulty installation methods will re- 


} sult in poor illumination for the com- 


pleted viaducts. The petition says 
Turner had refused to approve the 
plans becuse the type of control pro- 
posed was complex and expensive, 
no dual control of viaduct lights was 
contemplated to conserve power after 
midnight, and the outer globes were 
not as satisfactory as those now in 
use here. Sims and Berman filed 
the petition for Turner. 

Alderman W. Guy Dobbs, chair- 
man of the bridge cammittee, pre- 
sented the proposed ordinance in 
council, stating that he understood an 
injunction against the viaduct elec- 
trical worK had been obtained and 
that the electrician, had refused to is- 
sue permits for the work. ‘Turner 
is at odds with W. A. Hansell, super- 
intendent of construction, and W. F. 
Schulz, general engineer, over this 
electrical work,” Dobbs said. 

Councilman Wiley L. Moore, of the 
seventh ward, said that the board of 
consulting engineers had approved the 
electrical plans as drawn, and that 
the ordinance would relieve the elec- 
trician of responsibility for the via- 
ducts electrical work and would cause 
dismissal of the injunction on July 28 

Council rules were suspended and 
Mr. Turner was allowed to present 
his views. The electrician said that 
the viaduct plans contain 20 excep- 
tions against the city ordinances and

at 2:20 a. m., eastern standard time. 
Motor Dismantled. 


The faulty motor was being dis- 
mantled this afternoon and the fliers 
will attempt to repair it so that they 
ean continue their flight to New 
York—possibly by way of Bermuda— 
without waiting for equipment to be 
delivered from France. 

The exact nature of the motor trou- 
ble has not yet been determined, how- 
ever, and it was considered likely that 
it would prove so serious that repairs 
cannot be made without waitiug tor 
supplies. 

The aviators, Lieutenant Paris, Me- 
ehanic Marot and Radio Operator Ca- 
dou, took off from Brest Sunday after- 
noon and arrived over Horta shortly 
before dawn. Not caring to land in 
the darkness they circled over the 
island until the skies lighted up and 
then came down in Horta harbor with 
comparative ease. 

Fly Over Clouds. 


The flight from Brest te Horta was 
made at a high altitude, mostly over 
clouds, the aviators charting their 
course fy the stars. They never for 
an instant lost their direction, how- 
ever, and were flying over Horta al- 
most an hour before the populace 
expected them. 

After coming to rest in the harbor 
the avaitors waved a greeting to the 
breakwater, where a handful of towns- 
folk was cheering wildly by way of 
celebration. Then the fliers wen® 
aboard the French gunboat Ville D’Ys, 
which ‘had been anchored in the harbor 
to receive them. They retired and 
refused to be seen until they had 
rested. 

Two hours after their arrival me- 
chanics were refuelling the plane and 
it was-.expected they would take off 
again for New York before dusk., 
Later, however, when Paris and his 
companions had finished their rest 
and started to look over their faulty 
motor, they were unable to locate the 
trouble and it became certain that 
their departure for New York would 
be delayed. 

The plane’s motors are arranged in 
tandem and when the forward motor 
sputtered and died while the aviators 
were still 200 kilometers from their 
goal, it caused them no great alarm. 
They fully expected, prior to this 
afternoon’s examination, that it could 
be quickly repaired and the flight 
continued without delay.

W.T.BECGS SHOT. 
AND BADLY HURT

Shooting Follows Alter- 
cation in Home of Vic- 
tim; Charles Bass Placed 
Under Arrest.

Shot in the back and believed to 
be in a critical condition, W. T. 
Beggs, 31, of 273 Spring street, was 
taken to Grady hospital early Mon- 
day night. Several hours later po- 
lice arrested C. C. Bass, 60, address 
unknown, and are holding him on a 
charge of suspicion. 

The shooting is said to have fol- 
lowed an altercation in the home of 
the Beggs. The only account of the 
affair that has been given was fur- 
nished to the police by W. A. Beggs, 
father of the victim, who was a wit- 
ness to the wounding of his son, 

Beggs told officers that the trouble 
started when Bass came to his home, 


while in an infdxicated condition. 
The younger Beggs went to him and 
told him that Mrs. Beggs objected to 
his visits while he was drinking. 

A fist fight followed at once in 
which both men were badly bruised. 
The father then took his son into a 
bathroom to wipe the blood off. his 
face and Mrs. Beggs performed a 
similar service for Bass. 

Beggs said that Lass finished first 
and went out on the porch, and that 
he and his son followed in a few min- 
utes, thinking that Lass had gone. 
As soon as they got outside of the 
front door Bass said, aecording to 
the father, “I'll get you now!” and 
opened fire. The first shot went 
wild, and Beggs pulled his son in 
the door and ‘closed it. Lass then 
fired two or three shots through the 
door, one of the bullets taking effect 
in W. T. Beggs’ back. 

The wounded man was rushed to 
Grady in an ambulance where his 
condition is considered serious. He 
was conscious when he arrived at the 
hospital, and told reporters that he 
believed that he wag going to die. 

Bass left the home immediately 
after the shooting, and several hours 
later was arrested by Patrolmen Lee 
and Butler. Bass was in an intoxi- 
cated condition when arrested, accord- 
ing to police reports.

They assert that 
he has fled to the United States. 

The statement by the chief of police 
that Catholic clergy were assisting the 
police in their investigation of Gen- 
eral Obregon’s slaying was taken in 
some quarters as possibly paving the 
way for an official statement with- 
drawing the sting of the recent asser- 
tion that the clergy were to blame for 
the assassination. At any rate, it 
served further to lessen the tension in 
Mexico City. 

Perhaps because of the emotional 
character of the national mourning 
for Captain Emilio Carranza, the day 
was one almost without any trace of 
the ominous atmosphere that has pre- 
vailed since General Obregon’s assassi- 
nation. In the homecoming of the air 
hero, surpassing any demonstration in 
Mexican history, the people were di- 
verted from brooding upon the Obre- 
gon tragedy. 

Pledges of support continued to 
pour in on President Calles from all 
parts of the country and gradually 
a feeling of optimism concerrfiing the 
future developed. In religious circles 
this feeling was manifest.

“He found that she spent Thurs- 
day night with a woman in Province- 
town, and Friday was alone in Bos- 
ton. I was with her Saturday. She 
didn’t go to Provincetown just to see 
Bodenheim.

Some of his daughter's work, Dr. 
Loeb said, was good, and some was 
“very rotten.” 

“I’m going to send her back to col- 
lege,” he continued, “she didn't try 
to commit suicide because Bodenheim 
had told her her stuff was no good, 
but because she was brooding over 
her failure at college.” 

He said his daughter was staying 
at the moment with friends, but 
would not say where.

CHANGES IN 
ORDINANCES SOUGHT 


Declaring that there is a “general 
misunderstanding” of city ordinances 
in regard to the automatie traffic 
signal lights and stop signs at traf- 
fic poulevards, police recorders Mur- 
phy M. Holloway and A. W. Calla- 
way Monday sent a communication 
to J. C. Murphy, chairman of the po- 
lice committee of council, suggesting 
certain “changes. 

The chief suggestion is to the ef- 
fect that “since right turns are per- 
mitted .on red lights, which invaria- 
bly are’found at intersections of most 
congestion, then certainly the same 
rule might apply to the traffic stop 
intersections as well, and without 
impairing the usefulness of the traf- 
fic boulevard laws as a safety fa- 
cility.” 

The letter to Mr. Murphy follows. 

“We respectfully solicit your con- 
sideration of the following: 

“First, an ordinance by general 
council which permits the operators 
of motor vehicles and street cars to 
make right turns on red lights at 
street intersections where traffic is 
controlled by automatic traffic signal

“Second, the ordinance of general 
council establishing a system of traf- 
fic boulevards, and its several amen4- 
ments, which require the operators of 
minor propelled vehicles and street 
ears to come to a complete stop be- 
fore entering or crossing said street. 

“Specifically do we direct your at- 
tention to the lack of uniformity be- 
tween the provisions of law above 
cited, and we state to you as a fact 
of daily observation in our courts that 
there is general public misunder- 
standing which is resulting in viola- 
tions of the law. 

“We do not assume to suggest to 
you how this situation could be cor- 
rected. It does occur to us, however, 
that since right turns are permitted 
on red lights, which are invariably 
found at intersections of most conges- 
tion, then certainly the same rule 
might apply to the traffic stop jnter- 
sections as well, and without impair- 
ing the usefulness of the traffic boule- 
vard laws as a safety facility. It is 
our further belief that a_ stronger 
sense of respect for these laws upon 
the part of the people would soon re- 
sult.”

$4000 15 VOTED 
FOR GOLF COURSE 


In the face of stiff opposition by 
Alderman Allen Couch, of the fifth 
ward, chairman of the schools com- 
mittee, city council Monday afternoon 


passed a resolution appropriating $4,- 
000 for construction work on the 
nine-hole golf course in John A. White 
park. Alderman Couch based his op- 
position on the ground that the money 
is needed for school purposes. 

Approved early Monday afternoon 
by the finance committee, the golf 
course appropriation was the signal 
for a move by Alderman Couch that 
it be re-referred to the finance com- 
mittee. This motion lost. Mr. Couch 
pointed out that the children will be 
starting back to school soon, and said 
that the city lacks money,to buy 
books. Councilman John A. White, 
of the fourth ward, sponsor of the 
resolution, asked AldermangCouch if 
he voted for the mayor's new $3,000 
car and for the $5,000 appropriation 
for the government building at Can- 
dler field. Mr. Couch replied that he 
had, but that he did so before he 
knew the money was needed for the 
schools. 

He then served notice that from now 
on he would vote money only for 
schools, charity or cases where church 
property had been destroyed as in 
an instance up before council Mon- 
day in which $6,500 was voted for the 
Payne Memorial Methodist Episcopal 
church. The city recently cut through 
a street and a rainstorm washed out 
the church's foundation, causing it 
to collapse. Alderman Couch said that 
bond funds bought the sites for the 
two new junior high schools, one 
serving the fifth ward and the other 
the eleventh and twelfth wards, but 
that not a dime was available to pay 
salaries of the teachers. 

Councilman J. E. Bowden, of the 
fifth ward, said that he would vote 
against any appropriation until coun- 
cil took care of the two junior high 
schools at an approximate cost of $15.,- 
000. Alderman Murphy then took the 
floor and referred to the new 
golf course as an investment for the 
city, stating that the two present 
courses took in $20,000*last year. 
“Superintendent Sutton is trying to 
blackjack us in his letter which says 
that the doors of the two junior high 
schools will not be opened unless they 
get the $15,000.” Murphy said. 

Councilman Charles M. Ford, of the 
tenth ward, commented that he was 
“sorry they are starting to close the 
schools this year in July instead of 
waiting until October.”

“Even if this precedent for the de- 
feat of governors for their second con- 
secutive term had not been established, 
the present governor established the 
precedent himself in so far as oppos- 
ing second term reelection is concern- 
ed. Practically every one in this 
nudience recalls that when Governor 
Nat E. Harris, the old war horse, the 
last of the Confederate veterans ever 
to hold the office in Georgia, the fa- 
ther of Georgia Tech, brilliant lawyer, 
able statesman, eminent educator, 
sought a second term, Dr. Hardman 
came forward with a militant fight 
against him, and his friends took the 
position that a man was not entitled 
to a second term, unless his adminis- 
tration had been a success and war- 
ranted it.

Democratic Echdesl Are Attacked 
In Resolutions Adopted by Atlanta 
Ministers in Meeting Held Monday 


Charging that “an attempt is be- 
ing made to dictate our utterances 
on questions of soctél and moral re- 
form,” resolutions were adopted Mon- 
day by a large group of Protestant 
ministers, meeting at Wesley Me- 
morial church, attacking the candi- 
dacy of Governor Alfred E. Smith for 
the presidency and defending the right 
of the pulpit to distribute political 
views, 

Approximately 100 Protestant min- 
isters heard the reading of the paper 
drawn up by the Atlanta Methodist 
Ministers’ association declaring ag- 
gressive war on Governor Smith and 
Tammany hall, and the gathering 
unanimously adopted the resolutions. 
The paper, which was read to the min- 
isters by the Rey. John 8S. Jenkins, 
presiding elder of*the South Atlanta 
district of the North Georgia confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. South, bitterly assailed Gov- 
ernor Smith’s stand on _ prohibition, 
and charged an attempt by the press 
to silence ministers on political issues. 

Following the reading of the views, 
several ministers took the floor to urge 
minor changes in the verbiage, but 
when finally adopted. with the excep- 
tion of several words which were 
stricken, the paper was approved as 
released by the Methodist body. 

Dr. Christie Presides. 

Dr. Luther R. Christie, pastor of 
the Ponce de Leon Baptist church, 
presided as chairman, with Dr. Jen- 
kins as secretary. Dr. Jenkins was 
chairman of the Methodist ministers’ 
committee, which signed the paper, 
other members of the committee be- 
ing Dr. W. L. Pierce, presiding elder 
of the North Atlanta district; Dr. 
S. P. Wiggins, conference missionary 
secretary; Professor W. A. Shelton, 
of Emory university, and Homer 
Thompson, conference Sunday school 
superintendent. | 

Dr. Christie appointed the follow- 
ing to sign the resolutions as repre- 
sentatives of the meeting of pastors: 
Dr. J. Sprole Lyons, Dr. W. H. 
Major, Dr. Broadus E. Jones, 
Gerald Culberson, Dr. A. J. Mon- 
erief and Dr. G. P. McGeachy. 

Canada’s liquor problem has not 
heen solved, declared Ben FE. Spence. 
Canadian newspaperman, who was a 
guest at the meeting. He said that 
Canada is trying to understand the 
complex politics of the United Stares, 
and he has been sent down here to 
get his impressions on the subject. 

Canada is suffering from too little 
prohibition and did not repeal pro- 
hibition heenause of dislike for the 
law, Spence said. He pointed out 
that Canada cannot adopt a law gov- 
erning the entire dominion, but that 
each province enacts its own legisla- 
tion. In one province there are 27 
distilleries. “There is no such ani- 
mal as controlling the liquor traifie. 
The acil test is not in the number 
of cases of drunkenness, but in the 
amount of aleohol consumed by the 
people, and it is easy for any per- 
son to get all he wants. The only 
solution is strict enforcement.” Spence 
declared. 

Resolutions in Full. 


The resolutions follow: 

The Atlanta Constitution, quoting from 
several ministers and a judge whose views 
seem to coincide with those of the editor, 
has taken occasion several times recently 
to exhort the church and the ministry to 
atay out of politics. We appreciate the 
paper’s interest in us personally and in 
the well-being of the church, but beg to 
be forgiven for wondering if this spasm 
of enthusiasm in our behalf does not arise 
from ai well-founded suspicion that the 
vast majority of Protestant preachers are 
giving cold comfort to The Constitution’s 
candidate for the presidency. It so hap- 
pened that we were American citizens be- 
fore we became ministers and we were 80 
stupid as not to know that we surrendered 
our citizenship rights when we entered the 
ministry. Then we have indulged the strange 
conviction that where a moral issue is 
concerned the minister must speak. At any 
rate, many of us will not “go a-fishing’’ 
for the next bundred and ten days; and, to 
begin with, we deem it our duty as citizens 
to make the following statements: 

1. We have always stood for Jeffer- 
sonian democratic ideals but without slavery 
to party ties.

Show Courage. 

“These men set out knowing they 
were undertaking a risky exploration 
and they have shown courage and 
temper meriting universal respect. 

“When all that is humanly possi- 
ble has been done to seek the re- 
mainder of the crew,” he continued, | 
“there will be a normal investigation 
of the flight—the manner in which 
it was conducted, the conduct of the 
relief work, and all phases of this 
tragedy. Such a normal investigation 
will be held in Italy, of course, by 
Italian personages. Every other hy- 
pothesis is absurd and offensive.” 

Premier Mussolini paid warm trib- 
ute to the members of the expedition 
who died in the wreckage or in at- 
tempting to summon aid. 


RESERVED JUDGMENT, 
PENDING REPORTS ASKED. 

Oslo, Norway, July 23.—(#)—The 
Italian correspondent at- Kings Bay, 
Dr. Salvatore Aponte, in a dispatch 
to the newspaper Tidens Tegn today 
urged that judgment as to the death 
of Dr. Finn Malmgren be reserved 
until the full réport of the tragedy 
can be published. ’ 

It is too early, he said, to reach 
a correct conclusion either concern- 
ing the events that led to the death 
of Dr. Malmgren or the Italia trag- 
edy. He said that General Umberto 
Nobile was so weak and ill when he 
was rescued from the ice near Foyn 
island and so depressed by his mis- 
haps and the unfortunate position of 
his comrades that he had been un- 
able to make a clear report of what 
had happened. 

“A detailed and clear report, how- 
ever, will be written and submitted to 
the Italian nation and the world,’ Dr. 
Aponte conchhided.

HOME TREATMENT OF WEAK 


Pronated feet, static valgus, poten- 
tial flat foot, weak foot, weak ankles, 
as the condition is variously known, 
occurs in young persons, children 
from 10 to 15 years of age, especially 
girls, and in too many cases is mal- 
treated through the advice of some 
incompetent person. 

The worst possible thing to do for 
this common trouble is to apply arch 
props or any form of support for the 
feet, either built in the shoes or oth- 
erwise. Yet this is the very thing 
misguided parents do to children who 
have the trouble. Some one is pretty 
certain to suggest that the child is 
getting “falling arches,” and that is 
sufficient to send the dumb parent 
off in quest of the latest and most 
plausible thing in the way of props. 
This is just as logical and sensible 
as it would be to bind the child’s arm 
in» splints or to put his limb in a 
plaster cast if it seemed weak and 
tired or painful. No sane _ parent 


would think of putting a brace on a) 


child’s spine or hip without good 
medical advice. Few parents show 
any sanity in dealing with the feet. 

These exercises help to prevent and 
cure weakfoot: 

1. Practice walking tiptoe with the 
toes turned in as though you were 
pigeon toed. This is best if done 
barefoot or with soft shoes, 

2. Practice walking on the outer 

borders of your feet as though you 
were very bow legged. 
8, Sitting, with feet free, practice 
lifting, tossing and catching a croquet 
ball, bowling ball or other large heavy 
ball, between your fect, grasping it 
with the toes, 

4. Several times a day practice 
heel and toe drill. Stand erect, feet 
parallel or toeing in slightly. Slowly 
rise as high as you can on your toes, 
slowly lower your heels. Repeat from 
4 to 30 times, according to your 
strength. Then from same startings 
position slowly draw toes as far up- 
ward and inward as you can, stand- 
ing on the outer borders of your 
heels, Slowly lower toes to floor 
again. Repeat this from 2 to 20 
times, 

5. At all times when walking re- 
member not only to keep the feet 
parallel and never toe out, but imag- 
ine there is a nail sticking up near 
the inner border of the ball or waist 
of the foot and you are compelled to 
walk with your weight on the outer 
—— to avoid being hurt by the 
nail. 

Physicians sometimes apply an ad- 
hesive plaster retention dressing to 
keep the feet flexed, adducted and in- 
verted and permit free exercise for 
the development of the weak muscles. 
his is a temporary expedient and 
does absolutely no good of itself, It 
merely helps the patient to gain the 
benefit of corrective exercise. In no 
case should anyone other than a phy- 
sician apply such a dressing to weak 
or potential flat feet.

‘Mexico City, July 23.—(?)—Cap- 
tain Emilie Carranza’s body lay in 
state in the Mexican national palace 
tonight while his countrymen and his 
friends across the border to the north- 
ward mourned his passing. 

Flowers of every hue were heaped 
high on the casket of the good-will 


flier and filled almost to overflowing 
the state chamber in which it lay, 
surrounded by soldiers of the presi- 
dential guard at strict attention. 

Tuesday all that remains of the 
man who gave his life to strengthen 
the ties between Mexico and the 
United States will be buried in his 
country ’s “field of the illustrious 
dead,” Dolores cemetery. It has been 
proclaimed a day of national mourn- 
ing, and government offices and 
schools will be closed, while all pri- 
vate business functions will cease. 

Captain Carranza came back to his 
nation’s capital today with an escort 
of planes flying overhead and school 
children along the 10-mile route from 
‘Tacuba to the palace strewing ilowers 
in the path of the artillery caisson 
that carried his body. His homecom- 
ing was marked by one of the most 
impressive demonstrations of mourn- 
ing in Mexico's altistory. It is esti- 
mated that fully 250,000 persons lined 
along the route from Tacuba and 
gathered about the national palace to 
honor his memory.

Siar refinery near here and for a 
time threatened to destroy the $2,- 
000,000 plant. The loss was unoffi- 
cially estimated between $150,000 and 


200,000. 

The first was confined to the stor- 
age field of 20 tanks in the southwest- 
ern part of the plant. A northwest 


wind aided greatly in keeping the fire 
from spreading. As a precaution, com- 
pany records and furntiure were re 
moved hastily from the office build- 
ing 

Tiatiners officials said the fire prob- 
ably started from a railroad locomo- 
tive spark falling on the oily surface 
of the grassy lake which curves 
around the 40-acre refinery grounds 
like a horseshoe. A crew of nearly 
150 men fought the blaze with chem- 
icals and finally foreed the flames 
back to the lake, from which they 
continued to rise, seemingly from the 
water, for several hours, The fire 
was visible as far away as downtown 
St. Louis, 40 miles southwest. There 
was a tremendous pillar of bluish- 
black smoke, within which flames of 
great heat leaped as high as 40 feet. 
The refinery, the smallest of three 
great refineries in the vicinity of 
Wood River, is owned by the White 
Star Refining company. The near-by 
refineries of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana and the Roxana Pe-

Amsterdam, Holland, July 23.—(£) 
Among all the athletes from every 
section of the world here for the 
Olympic games, the American contin- 
gent remains the most conspicuous. 

Crowds of Dutch youngsters trail 
the athletes through the streets, the 
girls in particular attracting much 
attention. Police had to dispose of a 
crowd whith gathered about two girls 
who had appeared in the streets bare- 
legged, their rolled down stockings 
clinging about their ankles.

Crozier, A New York 145-pounder, into 
the ring to speed him up for two 
rounds. 

Crozier appeared timid and afraid 
that Heeney might accidentally let a 
punch fly at him. He _ continually 
pecked away with long lefts and was 
always in retreat, with Heeney in hot 
pursuit. Once Heeney nailed him with 
a left hook but otherwise he made 
no serious attempt to cut loose. 

The New Zealander was in rollick- 
ing good humor and laughed at Cro- 
zier’s desire to keep on going back- 
ward, The crowd roared with the 
challenger. 

Heeney did no road work today. He 
does not plan to do anything more 
serious tomorrow than 15 minutes of 
gymnasium exercise and perhaps a 
long walk in the cool of the morning. 
He weighed 200 1-4 pounds before 
today’s workout and will dry out 
cradually so as to bring his weight 
down to 198 pounds. 

Leo P. Flynn, the grey old _ fox 
of fistiania, took issue today with Jack 
Dempsey over Heeney’s chances with 
Tunney.

President Collom Says He 
Will Stand by Ruling of 


Net Association. 


London, July 20.—(U/)—Hope that 
the American Davis cup tennis team 
might have the benefit of Bill Tilden’s 
redoubtable gacquet in the matches 
against the French defenders -of the 
cup fled today when Samuel H. Coi- 
lom, president of the United States 
Lawn Tennis association, announced 
that the governing body would stand 


by thé decision barring the American 
captain, 

President Collom said that charges 
that Tilden violated the amateur 
eligibility rule by writing for publica- 
tions now are before the executive 
committe of the association and while 
these are pending it felt it proper that 
the western player should be witbh- 
drawn from Davis cup play. 


Mr. Collom advised the French fed- 
eration, which has asked that Tilden 
be restored to good standing: 

“We thank you for your cable re- 
garding Tilden and appreciate the fine 
sportsmanship which prompted it, but 
feel that charges should stand.” 

Mr. Collom came to London from 
Paris on private business, he said, but 
expected a communication from the 
New York office of the U. S. L. T. A., 
while he was here. He anticipated 
position of his colleagues, 
by telling the French authorities that 
Tilden would not be a member of the 
United States team in the challenge 
round, 

N. Y. OFFICIALS 
INDORSE ACTION. 

New York, July 23.—(/)—United

“My hands are stronger than they 
have been in years and this in view 
of the fact that I am confident that 
I am punching harder than since I 
began professional boxing. 

Not Over-Confident. 

“I am not over-confident, but I be- 
lieve I will win and I agree with my 
camp members that if 1 can land a 
solid punch against the contender— 
punches such as I have shown in 
training, that a knockout is likely, I 
will do my best.” 

Billy Gibson, the champion’s man- 
ager, is of the same opinion. 

“Gene is in the best condition of 
his entire career,” Gibson said. “He is 
sharp in boxing judgment and he is 
punching with a _ viciousness that 
means business He does not under- 
rate the contender as many champions 
have done, but I will be personally 
disappointed if Gene does not stop 
the Britisher.” 

Tunney today was down to 190 
pounds, the weight he will carry into 
the ring against Heeney. Being right 
on edge he spent the day resting up 
after taking a brief workout on the 
roads during the morning. His final 
training session will take place to- 
morrow afternoon when he_ goes 
through his paces before an audience 
of newspapermen only. 

Even Chance. 

Among the audience were many 
newspaper experts fresh from Hee- 
ney’s camp with tales of.the Brit- 
isher's skill and power. Some of 
them saw Tunney workout Saturday 
and they then predicted that Heeney 
had at Jeast an even chance to win. 
To a man they reversed their opinions 
when Tunney showed them the real 
Tunney, 

The consensus here tonight is that 
the champion will successfully retain 
his title, probably by a knockout dur- 
ing one of the early rounds of the 15- 
round titular bout. 

Tunney has several reasons to win 
by a knockout. His personal pride, 
that he defends the crown as his pre- 
decessors—by pounding the challenger 
senseless. The other reasons are strict- 
ly business, 

He has signed a contract with Tex 
Rickard the promoter, for next year 
which calls for 45 per cent of the gate 
of his next fight and no guarantee. If 
he fights as he twice fought Dempsey, 
just enough to win the decision he ad- 
mits that his hold on the public wil) 
be weakened and his earning power 
sharply reduced. 

During the day Tunney and every 
important personage in his entourage 
were swamped with protests against 
the champion’s plan to fly to New 
York on the morning of the fight. 

Flying Plans Completed. 

Plans to fly the champion to New 
York on the day of the fight were com- 
pleted early tonight when Charles VY, 
Bob, New York banker, notified the 
champion that he would come here 
Wednesday aftrnoon in a Dual-motor- 
ed Sikorsky amphibian and land on 
Lake Pleasant. 

The plane will take on Tunney and 
one other member of his party Thurs- 
day morning at 10 o'clock and land 
them in New York two hours later. 

The champion said he was positive 
that no one would interfere with this 
plan. He wants to fly because it re-

| Man Clarence Gilmore, of the Texas 
' Yailroad commission, sat with Exam- 
% iner N. C. Davis, representing the fed- 
' eral agency, as the evidence concern- 
a the proposed transaction was 
- taken. 
» The records relating to the Orient 
Bale, incorporated in an option and 
contract taken by the Santa Fe, were 
‘put in preliminary to the calling of 
Witnesses. The Santa Fe was shown 
to have agreed to pay $414.50 per 
share for the outstanding stock of 
the Orient line, which amounts to 
about 35,000 shares, in return for 
which it would. obtain 735 miles of 
railroad operating between Wichita, 
Kas., and Alpine, Texas. This was 
declared to represent a fair value for 
the property. 

Sale is Opposed. 


At the time the New Orleans joint 
traffic bureau intervened with a pe- 
tition asking that the commission for- 
bid the transaction on the ground 
that the sale of the Orient to the 
Santa Fe would result in a combina- 
tion of lines of railroads which are 
now competing. The interests of ship- 
ers and the best service of the pub- 
ic demanded that the Orient line re- 
tain its present independent status, 
the New Orleans petition said. ‘lwo 
other interventions presented in be- 
half of the Missouri Pacifie and the 
Fort Worth & Denver lines did not 
ask that the sale be stopped, but 
urged that the commission require 
the Orient to maintain the present 
eee for handling tratfic. The 
intefvening railroads also asked that 
the commission revise existing joint 
rate schedules in which the Orient 
participates with them, on the ground 
that during recent years the Orient 
has obtained preferential divisions of 
joint rates because of its difficult 
earning status. 

All the interventions were taken 
into consideration and the case al- 
lowed to proceed. 

Gives Road’s History. 

W. T. Kemper, former receiver of 
the Orient and now its president, re- 
lated the history of the successful en- 
deavor during the last five years to 
keep the railroad in service. The 
Orient line would never be able to 
develop fully to the needs of its ter- 
ritory, Kemper said, unless it “found 
a banker,” but as a portion of the 
Santa Fe system it would become a 
useful and perhaps profitable enter- 
prise. He declared the sale terms 
were fair and would result in a sur- 
plus out of which the Orient could 
pay off its $2,500,000 government 
debt. 

Chairman Gilmore led the witness 
into a discussion of the earnings situ- 
ation, and Kemper agreed that in re- 
cent months the Orient had encoun- 
tered a very favorable increase in its 
oil traffic, especially in Texas.

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High Lights in the Cotton Market 


BY THEO. H. PRICE

The government's estimate of the 
acreage continues to hang over the cot- 
ton market. The change in sentiment 
that it caused has led would-be buy- 
ers to procrastinate and is chiefly re- 
sponsible for the decline that occurred 
last week. The recession would prob- 


ably have gone further if sellers had 
not been deterred by the universally 
recognized fact that August and Sep- 
tember are the months in which the 
crop is made or marred and that 
several real or imagined crop scares 
may relight the fires of speculation 
before the weight of the bales can be 
felt. 

But what is universally expected 
often fails to happen or is without ef- 
fect when it does happen. Therefore 
it is barely possible that the unanimi- 
ty with which an advance is antici 
pated may act as a shock absorber 
that will minimize the speculative re- 
action to the damage that is certain to 
be reported.

overlooked is the multiplication of 


commodity exchanges and competi- 
tion for the favor of the speculative 
public that cottun now has to face. 
It used to be that cotton, grain and 
hog products were the only staples 


that could be bought and sold for fu- 
ture delivery. But the list has now 
been extended to include coffee, sugar, 
cocoa, rubber and cotton seed oil. In 
addition it will soon be practicable to 
trade in silk futures, while there is a 
possibility that we may shortly have 
exchanges where “options” in iron, 
steel, copper and jute can be dealt in. 

As usual where so many opportuni- 
ties offer the advantages of each are 
closely scrutinized with the result 
that there is less blind and emotional 
speculation than formerly. 

Then there is the cooperative spirit 
that pervades the cotton manufactur- 
ing industry. As yet it has not 
found expression in cooperative buy- 
ing, but it can be relied upon as & 


conservative influence that will check| 


runaway markets and prevent very 
high prices unless they are abundant- 
ly warranted. For all these reasons 
it seems unlikely that we shall have 
any very convulsive movements in cot- 
ton this season. 

It may be urged that the crop is 
ruined by the weevil or the weather, 


but the present disposition is to de- 
mand proof of the ruination reported, 
and as this cannot be had until later, 
a hesitant market may be the result. 

Meanwhile the strike at New Bed- 
ford and the curtailment elsewhere 
cannot be regarded as bullish factors 
and the trade is anxiously awaiting 
Secretary Hester's figures of the 
carryover. They will be published 
early in August and will be followed 
by the first ginning report to be is- 
sued on August 8. Jt will include the 
ginning up to July 31, which is ex- 
pected to be small. If this expecta- 
tion is confirmed and the ginning up 
to August 31 is also small, a sharp 
advance might follow, for a late crop 
is especially exposed to damage by 
frost or weevil or both, and there ap- 
pear to be plenty of weevils now in 
sight despite the doubt of their 
fecundity that was expressed earlier 
in the season.
